Mushrooms can be grown in any dark room or cellar, 
where the temperature can be maintained at 50° to 60°. 
From old pasture procure the soil and Store it away. 
To one bushel of this soil add two bushels of fresh 
horse manure. Of this well mixed compound prepare 
a bed, say four feet wide. Put down a thin layer and 
pound it down hard, and go on until you have a bed 
eight inches thick. It will soon become pretty hot, 
but let the heat recede yntilit is only 85° or 90°. Then 
make holes, say afoot apart, and put in the spawn, 
two or three pieces as large as a walnut in each hole. 
Cover the holes and press the soil solid and smooth, 
Let the bed remain in this condition about twelve 
days; then cover it with two inches of fresh loam, and 
over this place four or five inches of hay or straw, and 
the work is done. If the temperature is right, in six 
or eight weeks you may expect Mushrooms. Theted 
will continue bearing from twenty to thirty days. 
After the first crop is gathered, spread over the bed 
an inch of fresh soil, moisten with warm water, and 
cover with hay as before. Success is not always cer- 
tain with the amateur, and itis usually to be attained 
only after more or less experience. One pound of 
spawn is enough for a bed 3 x 6 feet.

Sow out-of-doors:—Radish, Spinach, Turnip, Peas, 
Onion, and plant Onion Sets, Asparagus and Rhubarb Roots, and sow Sweet 
Peas and Lawn Grass.
